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The  purpose  of  this  document  is  to  publish,  as  required  by  S 
UJS.C  Stc.  5S2a(eX4),  notice  of  the  proposed  establishment  of  a 
new  system  of  lecot^,  as  defined  in  the  Privacy  Act  of  1974,  Pub. 
L.  No.  930579^  and  to  present  an  initial  statement  of  the  existence 
and  diaracter  of  that  system.  This  document  also  gives  final  notice 
of  tte  modification  of  an  erroneous  description  of  a  system  of 
noNxls  ^ven  in  an  earlier  notice,  and  makes  editorial  corrections 
and  revisions  to  the -final  notice  of  a  previously  identified  system. 

Initial  Notice  of  I^oposed  System  of  Records 
'  The  Postal  Service  inoposes  to  establish  a  new  system  of 
records,  to  be  designated  as  follows: 

USPS  130.040,  Philately— niilatelic  Product  Sales  and  Distribu¬ 
tion 

Public  interest  in  philately  has  incr^sed  to  the  extent  that  the 
sak  of  philatelic  products  is  becoming  a  noticeable  source  of  Postal 
Service  revenue.  As  explained  more  completely  in  the  statement  of 
existence  and  character  of  system  USPS  130.040  contained  in  this 
document,  the  new  system  is  intended  to  manage  information  and 
provide  support  for  a  new  direct  marketing  prmpmn  for  a  variety  of 
pl^telic  products  offered  for  sale  to  the  pulmc.  Information  con¬ 
tained  in  the  system  will  be  limited  to  an  individual’s  name  and  ad¬ 
dress,  account  balance  (if  one  exists),  and  specific  philatelic  in¬ 
terests. 

Advance  notice  of  the  intention  of  the  Postal  Service  to  establish 
this  new  system  of  records  has  been  given  to  Congress  and  to  the 
C^ce  of  Management  and  Budget,  as  required  by  S  U.S.C.  Sec. 
SS2a(o).  In  examining  the  impact  of  the  proposed  system,  as 
requued  by  this  provision,  we  have  concluded  that  it  will  have 
minimal  potential  impact  on  the  privacy  and  other  personal  or  pro¬ 
perty  rimts  of  individuals,  since  an  individual's  personal  privacy 
potentiaUy  could  be  affected  only  to  the  extent  of  an  illegal  or  inad¬ 
vertent  disclosure  of  his  name  and  address,  account  bidance,  and 
interest  in  philately.  Moreover,  since  the  proposed  system  has  no 
bearing  on  Fedei^-State  or  intr^ovemmental  relationships,  it 
should  have  no  impact  on  the  constitutional  principles  of  federalism 
and  separation  of  powers. 

.  Fittiu  Modified  Notice  of  System  of  Records 

On  March  26,  1976,  the  Postal  Service  published  for  comment  in 
the  Federal  Register  (41  FR  12840)  a  modified  notice  of  a  system  of 
records  which  had  been  incorrectly  described  in  earlier  Postal  Ser¬ 
vice  notices.  No  public  comment  was  received  regarding  this' 
modified  notice.  Accordingly,  after  a  review  of  the  proposed  text, 
the  Postal  Service  has  determined  to  make  final,  effective  im¬ 
mediately,  its  previously  published  modified  notice  of  the  existence 
and  character  of  the  following  system: 

USPS  170.010,  .Statistical  (Cost)  Systems— Automatic  Data 
Processing  Workl^d  Reporting  System  Records. 

This  document  constitutes  final  notice -of  the  existence  and 
character  of  this  system. 

The  Postal  Service  has  also  determined  it  is  necessary  to  make 
certain  editorial  corrections  and  revisions  to  a  previously  identified 
system  of  records.  The  editorial  corrections  and  revisions,  none  of 
which  changes  the  general  character  or  purpose  of  the  affected 
system,  are  as  follows: 

USPS  080.010 

Categories  of  records  in  the  system:  CHANGE  TO  READ, 
’’Reports  of  investigations  conducted  in  criminal,  civil  and  person¬ 
nel  suitability  background  matters,  and  information  in  various 
forms  received  from  individuals,  oUier  law  enforcement  agencies 
and  from  the  public,  including  information  compiled  for  the  pur- 
poM  of  identifying  criminal  offenders  and  reports  identifiable  to  in¬ 
dividuals.  Personal  information  in  this  system  may  include  finger¬ 
prints,  handwriting  samples,  reports  of  confidential  informants, 
phyu(^  identifying  data,  voicepnnts,  polygraph  tests,  photographs, 
and  individual  personnel  and  payroll  information." 

Record  source  categories:  CHANGE  TO  READ,  “Personal  inter; 
views,  written  inquiries,  and  other  records  concerning  persons  ih- 
vc4ved  wiUi  an  investigation,  whether  subjects,  applicants,  wit¬ 
nesses,  references,  or  custodians  of  record  information." 

This  document  constitutes  final  notice  of  these  editorial  cor¬ 
rections  and  revisions.

1.  Disclosure  may  be  made  where  there  is  an  indication  of  a 
violation  or  potentisd  violation  of  law,  whether  civil,  criminal  or 
regulatory  in  nature,  to  the  appropriate  agency,  whether  federal, 
state,  or  local,  ch^ed  with  the  responsibUity  of  investigating  or 
prosecuting  such  violation  or  charged  with  enforcing  or  implement¬ 
ing  the  statute,  or  rule,  regulation  or  order  issued  pursuant  thereto. 

2.  Disclosure  may  be  made  to  a  congressional  office  from  the 
record  of  an  individual  in  response  to  an  intjuiry  from  the  congres¬ 
sional  office  made  at  the  request  of  that  individual. 

3.  Disclosure  may  be  made  from  the  record  of  an  individual, 
where  pertinent,  in  any  legal  proceeding  to  which  the  Postal  Ser¬ 
vice  is  a  party  before  a  court  or  administrative  body. 

Policies  and  practices  for  storing,  retrieving,  accessing,  retaining, 
and  disposing  of  records  in  the  system: 

Storage:  Maintained  in  original  typed  or  handwritten  form,  or 
microfilm,  and  on  magnetic  tape  or  disk  and  computer  printouts. 

Retrievability:  Records  are  indexed  by  customer  and  name  and 
by  account  number,  if  assigned. 

Safeguards:  Paper  and  microfilmed  records  are  maintained  in 
closed  filing  cabinets  under  general  scrutiny  of  personnel  of 
Philatelic  S^es  Division  and  the  Building  Security  Guard  Force, 
and  when  maintained  on  magnetic  tape  and  disk,  the  information  is 
protected  by  ADP  physical,  software  and  administrative  security  of 
the  Headquarters  Data  Center  or  by  contractors  providing  similar 
protection  which  is  subject  to  audit  and  inspection  of  the  USPS  In¬ 
spection  Service. 

Retention  and  disposal:  (1)  Information  received  is  destroyed 
after  it  is  converted  to  ADP  or  microfilm  media.  (2)  Converted 
records  are  maintained  for  two  years  after  the  individud  has  failed 
to  make  a  purchase  or  has  Micated  no  other  interest  These 
records  are  then  destroyed  after  two  years  by  burning,  shredding, 
or  obliterating  readability.
